Our  illustration  shows  the  reverse  (enlarged)  of  a  superb  pattern  crown  piece  of  1831 
(William  IV,  1830-37).  Fine  detail  can  be  seen  in  the  arms  of  England  on  the  shield  enclosed 
by  the  collar  of  the  Most  Noble  Order  of  the  Garter  with  the  ‘Great  George'  pendant  below  it. 
The  whole  is  set  upon  a  decorative  mantel  topped  by  a  crown.  Superimposed  on  the  quarter- 
ings  of  England  are  the  arms  of  Hanover  upon  an  escutcheon  surmounted  by  the  royal  crown 
of  Hanover.  This  is  the  last  time  that  the  arms  of  Hanover  appear  on  the  British  coinage 
because  when  Victoria  ascended  the  throne  in  1837  she  was  unable  to  succeed  to  the  throne 
of  Hanover  as  well  as  that  of  England  because  of  her  sex.  Hence,  the  Hanoverian  escutcheon 
and  crown  were  removed  and  the  arms  of  England  have  remained  unchanged  ever  since. 

The  designer  of  this  reverse  was  Jean  Baptiste  Louis  Merlen,  a  Frenchman,  who  was 
appointed  an  Extra- Assistant  Engraver  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  1820.  The  Statute  of  Limitations 
(12/13  William  III)  barred  aliens  from  positions  of  responsibility  at  the  Mint,  so  Wellesley 
Pole  (an  elder  brother  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington)  evaded  the  Statute  by  appointing  Merlen  on 
a  temporary  basis,  at  first  paying  him  on  a  weekly  salary.  Merlen  was  to  continue  working  for 
the  Mint  until  he  retired  aged  75  in  1 844  with  a  pension  of  £  1 36  a  year.  See  G5  1 4.

Coinage  of  Saloninus  Augustus 

I  am  attempting  to  compile  a  catalogue  of  all  surviving  examples  of  coins  issued  by 
Saloninus,  younger  son  of  Gallienus,  which  accord  him  the  title  ‘Augustus'.  Saloninus  was 
given  the  rank  of  Caesar  by  his  father  after  the  death  of  Valerian  II,  but  shortly  before  his 
own  death,  while  he  was  under  siege  by  Postumus  at  Cologne  in  A.D  259.  he  appears  to  have 
styled  himself  Augustus,  presumably  for  propaganda  purposes.  Coins  were  struck  which  bore 
the  obverse  legned  IMP.  SALON.  VALERIANVS  AVG.,  but  most  of  these  were  probably 
recalled  and  destroyed  by  Postumus  after  his  victory. 

An  article  by  Norman  Shiel,  describing  coins  of  this  issue  held  in  major  museum  collec¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  a  few  privately  owned  specimens,  has  recently  been  published  in  the  Musuem 
Notes  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  and  I  should  like  to  add  to  the  available  informa¬ 
tion  by  recording  other  surviving  specimens.  I  would  therefore  be  most  grateful  if  any 
musuem  or  private  collector  possessing  any  of  these  coins  could  supply  me  with  a  description, 
including  diameter,  weight  and  die  axis,  and  photographs  if  possible.  Photographic  expenses 
will,  of  course,  be  paid  on  request.

Crown  loses  coins  claim.  Financial  Times ,  21  June. 

A  hoard  of  7,800  Roman  coins,  worth  between  £15,000  and  £20,000,  belongs  to  the 
ov/ners  of  the  land  on  which  it  was  found  and  not  to  the  Crown,  a  High  Court  judge  ruled 
yesterday.  The  Crown's  prerogative  right  to  claim  “treasure  trove"  was  limited  to  gold  and 
silver  objects,  said  Mr.  Justice  Dillon. 

The  coins,  minted  between  AD  260  and  AD  280,  when  the  Roman  Empire  was  suffering 
from  inflation,  had  a  low  silver  content  -  between  0.2  per  cent  and  5.82  per  cent  -  and  were 
therefore  not  silver  coins,  the  judge  said. 

He  said  that  until  recently  the  Crown  had  accepted  that  only  gold  or  silver  articles  could  be 
treasure  trove;  now  it  sought  to  widen  the  definition  to  include  coins  of  any  metal.  But  the 
Crown  could  not  unilaterally  extend  prerogative  rights;  that  was  a  matter  for  Parliament. 
Treasure  trove  had  once  been  used  to  defray  the  State's  running  costs,  but  for  the  past  100 
years  the  Crown's  right  had  been  used  as  a  means  of  preserving  interesting  antiquities  for  the 
benefit  of  the  nation. 

The  coins  were  found  on  a  Lincolnshire  farm.  After  a  coroner's  court  ruled  that  they  were 
treasure  trove  the  Crown  sought  a  definitive  ruling  from  the  High  Court.  They  have  been  held 
by  the  British  Museum  pending  yesterday's  decision. 

Hoard  of  silver  ruled  to  be  treasure  trove.  The  Times,  4  July. 

A  hoard  of  275  silver  coins  unearthed  on  a  building  site  at  Taunton,  Somerset,  was 
treasure  trove,  an  inquest  jury  decided  yesterday. 

The  man  who  found  the  coins,  Mr  Graham  Sully,  aged  19,  a  digger  driver,  of  Sycamore 
Close,  Taunton,  at  first  shared  them  with  two  workmates  in  the  site  canteen  and  then  took  his 
share  home.  After  he  had  spoken  to  a  policeman  friend  he  collected  them  again  and  gave 
them  to  the  authorities.  Mr  Peter  Smith,  West  Somerset  coroner,  said  that  the  coins,  with  an 
original  value  of  £14  8s  between  three  and  four  hundred  years  ago  but  now  valued  at  £4,000.  , 
would  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  British  Museum  and  the  finder  would  receive 
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their  present  value.  The  jury  named  Mr  Sully  as  the  finder,  but  he  said  afterwards  that  he 
would  probably  share  the  windfall  with  his  two  workmates,  Mr  Alan  Moore  and  Mr  John 
Titcombe. 

The  hoard  consisted  of  one  crown,  six  half  crowns  and  268  shillings,  all  of  them  92.5  per 
cent  silver.  They  were  dated  between  1551  and  1644  and  were  probably  buried  by  a 
shopkeeper  during  the  Civil  War. 

Impressions  of  Roman-Era  Coins  Said  to  Back  Turin  Shroud  Theory.  International  Herald 

Tribune,  I  July. 

A  Loyola  LJniversity  researcher  says  that  he  has  new  evidence  -  the  apparent  impression 
of  ancient  coins  -  to  support  a  claim  that  the  Shroud  of  Turin  was  the  burial  cloth  of  Jesus 
Christ.  The  Rev.  Francis  Filas,  in  a  copyrighted  pamphlet  released  today,  said  that  several 
tiny  marks  on  the  shroud  have  been  almost  positively  identified  as  the  impressions  of  a  coin 
minted  while  Pontius  Pilate  was  the  Roman  governor  of  Palestine,  around  A.D.  30.  Biblical 
scholars  believe  that  Christ  was  crucified  at  about  that  time  after  being  sentenced  by  Pilate. 

The  shroud  is  an  ancient  burial  cloth  that  has  been  kept  in  a  cathedral  in  Turin  since  1578. 
The  cloth  bears  the  sepia-colored  outline  of  a  man,  and  what  appear  to  be  blood  stains  near 
the  figure's  head,  side,  hands  and  feet. 

According  to  the  Rev.  Filas,  photographic  negatives  of  the  shroud  show  marks  resembling 
a  small  staff  and  four  greek  letters  over  the  figure’s  right  eye.  Coin  experts  say  that  the  staff, 
called  a  lituus,  appears  only  on  coins  minted  during  Pilate's  time  as  governor.  With  the  help 
of  a  coin  dealer,  the  Rev.  Filas  matched  the  markings  on  the  shroud  with  a  type  of  coin 
minted  only  between  A.D.  30  and  A.D.  32.  In  addition,  he  said,  a  curved  outline  near  the 
markings  matches  the  clipped  edge  of  an  almost  identical  coin  from  the  reign  of  Pilate.

The  above  pictured  medal  of  Johannes  Oriot  was  first  mentioned,  together  with  two  other 
portrait  medals  of  Tanfield  Vachet  (sic.)  and  Christopher  Lyon  Cross,  in  a  footnote  to  a  small 
series  of  four  medals  executed  by  Benjamin  Richter  in  Medallic  Illustrations .  vol.  2.  p.  250, 
no.  40.  A/./.  reported  that  none  of  these  three  pieces  had  been  met  with.  The  other  four 
medals  listed,  nos.  37-40.  were  concerned  with  Sir  George  and  Lady  Rooke.  Sir  Jacob 
Bancks,  Sir  William  Rich,  and  Richard  Nevill  respectively,  under  the  date  of  1703.  A  note 
appended  to  no.  37  states: 

'Vertue  (Add.  MSS.  Brit.  Mus.  23,072,  p.  6)  says,  that  this  and  the  three  following  medals 
bear  the  portraits  of  members  of  a  club  in  London  consisting  of  English  and  Swedish 
gentlemen.  Mr.  Dahl,  the  painter,  was  a  member  of  the  club.  “The  head  of  each  person  was 
done  on  one  side  I  of  the  medal  I  and  some  motto  or  device  on  the  other.  These  were  done 
by  I  Benjtl  Richter,  a  Sweed,  who  first  modelld  them  by  the  life,  and  cast  and  repaired  them 
curiously.  He  was  related  to  | Christian  Richter  |,  the  limner,  but  staid  not  long  in  England.” 

In  a  paper  by  Dr  G.  F.  Hill  published  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle ,  1919,  vol.  19,  p.  61.  the 
first  of  these  three  medals,  that  of  Tanfield  Vachell,  was  published.  There  appears  to  have 
been  some  question  as  to  whether  this  piece  had  been  cast  or  struck;  Hill,  however,  stated  it 
to  be  a  clever  cast. 

The  medal  of  Johannes  Oriot,  whilst  also  being  cast,  bears  strong  similarities  in  style  to  the 
piece  published  by  Hill  and  to  the  four  medals  already  published  in  A/./.,  mentioned  above. 
Consequently,  there  can  be  little  doubt  as  to  the  authorship  of  the  Oriot  medal  -  the  style  of 
the  truncation,  treatment  of  the  wig  and  the  way  it  falls  beneath  the  truncation  are  all  con 
sistent  with  the  work  of  Benjamin  Richter,  the  Swedish  medallist  who  came  to  London  in 
1703  and  executed  the  medals  for  the  English  and  Swedish  gentlemen  who  were  members  of 
the  club  that  Vertue  mentioned. 

Whilst  biographical  sketches  are  given  of  the  four  subjects  of  the  medals  listed  in  A/./.,  the 
question  remains  as  to  who  exactly  Johannes  Oriot,  Tanfield  Vachell  and  Christopher  Lyon 
Cross  were,  and  the  present  whereabouts  of  the  last  of  these  three  pieces,  presumably  also  by 
Benjamin  Richter?  In  view  of  the  relative  anonymity  of  the  four  medals  ascribed  to  Richter, 
all  being  undated,  unsigned,  and  of  relatively  unknown  personalities,  it  is  not  unlikely  that, 
with  the  increasing  research  and  interest  being  shown  in  particular  areas  of  historical  medals, 
other  similar  portrait  medals  will  come  to  light  and.  it  is  to  be  hoped,  details  of  the  sitters. 

THREE  RARE  THIRD  CENTURY  A.  H.  DINARS

A  small  parcel  of  Arabic  gold  dinars  recently  on  the  London  market  included  three  coins  ot 
sufficient  rarity  to  warrant  their  publication.  The  earliest  is  a  coin  of  the  Abbasid  Caliph  al 
Mu'tazz,  struck  in  Damascus  in  A.H.  251  (20mm,  4.21  grams).  Gold  coins  from  Damascus 
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are  rare  at  this  period  and  Zambaur1  records  none  between  231  and  270.  The  legend  is  the 
normal  standard  formula  in  use  at  the  time,  except  that  the  Caliph  is  given  as  al-Mu‘tazz 
b'illah  while  the  date  is  clearly  251.  The  official  Caliph  from  RabiTI  248  to  Muharram  252 
was  al-Musta‘in  who  abdicated  in  favour  of  al-Mu‘tazz.  However,  the  Turkish  troops  in 
Samarra  nominated  al-Muktazz  as  Caliph  in  the  last  month  of  25  1  after  al-Musta‘in  moved  to 
Baghdad  so  for  nearly  a  year  there  were  two  claimants  to  the  Caliphate.  Coins  of  Samarra  in 
the  name  of  al-Mu‘tazz  are  known  for  25 1  indicating  Turkish  control  of  the  mint  but  why,  out 
of  the  other  10  or  11  mints  then  operating,  Damascus,  some  500  miles  away  across  the 
desert,  should  have  chosen  to  mint  gold  coins  in  support  of  al-Muktazz  so  quickly,  remains  a 
problem. 

The  second  coin  is  in  the  name  of  Al-Muhtadi  b'illah  who  succeeded  al  MuTazz,  and  is 
dated  255  from  the  Misr  mint  (21mm,  4.08  grams).  This  Caliph  ruled  for  less  than  a  year  and 
his  coins  are  very  scarce;  only  a  few  scattered  specimens  are  known  from  a  total  of  4  mints 
and  Zambaur  recorded  one  example  only  from  Misr. 

The  present  coin  was  struck  very  soon  after  Ahmad  ibn  Tulun  gained  control  of  most  of 
Egypt  but  it  is  of  standard  Abbasid  design  although  without  the  title  Amir  al-Muminin  below 
the  Caliph’s  name  on  the  reverse.  Apart  from  the  mint  of  San‘a,  this  title  was  not  claimed 
again  on  the  coins  until  the  resurgence  of  Abbasid  power  in  the  sixth  century  of  the  Hejira. 
An  interesting  feature  of  this  coin  is  the  unusually  ornate  form  of  the  letters  lD'  in  the 
mint/date  formula  in  the  obverse  inner  margin.  This  feature  is  not  present  on  the  coins  of  the 
same  mint  and  date  attributed  by  Miles  to  al-Muhtadi.2  Another  minor  point  of  interest  is  that 
the  die  axes  are  180°  apart,  a  relationship  found  with  unusual  frequency  on  coins  from  Misr 
during  the  second  half  of  the  third  century  A.H. 

The  third  coin  is  an  Aghlabid  piece  of  Ibrahim  II  (19mm,  3.95  grams),  buckled  and  worn 
as  most  of  the  later  gold  coins  of  this  dynasty  seem  to  be.  It  is  dated  265  but  the  mint  is  not 
given;  presumably  it  was  struck  at  Kairouan.  The  style  follows  closely  that  used  by  the  early 
Abbasids  but  discarded  by  them  some  50  years  earlier. 

Aghlabid  dinars  are  relatively  scarce  -  the  combined  resources  recorded  in  the  catalogues 
of  the  national  collections  in  London,  Paris,  Berlin  and  Cairo  amount  to  less  than  a  hundred 
specimens  to  cover  the  1 12  years  of  Aghlabid  rule  -  and  although  the  coins  of  Ibrahim  are 
the  commonest  of  the  series,  his  early  dinars  are  rare.  One  specimen  dated  265  is  recorded  in 
the  unillustrated  catalogue  of  the  Khedivial  Library  in  Cairo1  but  so  far  no  illustration  of  that, 
or  any  other  specimen  has  been  traced.  This  coin  also  shows  below  the  obverse  a  word,  (or 
words)  thought  to  represent  the  name  of  a  mint  official.  It  has  been  read  as  Balagh  and  is 
found  only  on  the  coins  dated  264  to  267.

THE  GLITTER  OF  OLD  GOLD 

JAMES  MACKAY 

With  the  recent  fluctuations  in  the  price  of  gold  the  performance  of  modern  gold  coins,  in 
which  the  bullion  content  tends  to  be  more  dominant  than  the  numismatic  interest,  has  been 
erratic.  The  older  coins,  in  which  numismatic  elements  far  outweigh  the  intrinsic  value,  have 
been  more  steady  while,  at  the  other  extreme,  the  medieval  hammered  gold  have  not  been 
affected  at  all.  If  anything,  they  are  relatively  undervalued  at  the  moment  and  there  is  a  trace 
of  irony  in  the  fact  that  a  gold  crown  of  Queen  Elizabeth  I  is  worth  £70-£90  in  fine  condition 
-  or  roughly  twice  the  price  of  a  brand  new  Elizabethan  gold  crown  from  the  Isle  of  Man. 

English  hammered  gold  coins  in  theory  span  a  period  of  1,000  years,  but  in  practice  the 
field  is  much  narrower.  Roman  Britain  had  a  bimetallic  system,  but  Roman  gold  and  silver 
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swiftly  disappeared  when  the  legions  departed.  By  about  600  AD  the  Anglo-Saxon  kingdom 
of  Kent  was  sufficiently  stable  to  introduce  small  gold  coins,  based  on  the  Continental 
Merovingian  type.  These  Anglo-Saxon  thrymsas  are  extremely  rare  and  several  varieties  are 
unique.  These  thrymsas  were  minted  in  London  and  Canterbury,  but  had  died  out  by  675. 

In  the  Midlands,  Offa  of  Mercia  produced  silver  pennies  which  laid  the  foundations  for  the 
silver  coinage  'til  Tudor  times.  Offa  also  dabbled  in  gold,  but  only  two  specimens,  both  unique 

have  survived  this  experiment.  One  was  clearly  based  on  the  old  Roman  style  but  the  other 
was  a  blatant  copy  of  an  Arab  dinar  of  Caliph  al-Mansur,  complete  with  Koranic  inscription, 
with  OFFA  REX  in  the  centre.  At  that  time  European  commerce  relied  heavily  on  Islamic 
gold  and  the  few  instances  in  which  European  states  attempted  to  produce  gold  coins  of  their 
own  they  were  heavily  influenced  by  the  Arab  dinar.  The  marabotins  of  Spain  and  the  taris  of 
Sicily,  minted  sporadically  in  the  Middle  Ages,  all  betray  this  Islamic  influence,  as  did  the 
gold  augustale  introduced  by  the  Emperor  Frederick  II  in  1231. 

The  first  of  the  modern  Europezn-jjold  coins  was  the  florino  or  florin,  struck  in  Florence  in 
1252  and  heralding  the  return  to  bimetallism  necessitated  by  the  rising  prosperity  of  western 
Europe.  Florence  and  Genoa,  as  the  principal  exporters  of  European  products  to  the  East, 
were  the  first  to  accumulate  substantial  gold  reserves  and  thus  they  led  the  way  in  the  return 
to  gold  coinage  in  the  late  13th  century. 

With  the  solitary  exception  of  a  penny  struck  at  Warwick  in  gold  during  the  reign  of 
Edward  the  Confessor  (again  unique)  no  gold  coins  were  produced  in  England  until  1257 
when  Henry  III,  virtually  bankrupt  at  the  time,  ordered  the  production  of  gold  pennies  twice 
the  weight  and  20  times  the  value  of  the  silver  pennies.  These  beautiful  coins,  with  their  full 
length  portrait  of  the  king  on  the  throne,  were  short-lived  and  are  now  so  rare  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  put  a  price  on  it. 

For  all  practical  purposes  English  hammered  gold  coinage  begins  in  1344  when  Edward  III 
introduced  three  denominations  -  the  florin  or  double  leopard  valued  at  6s,  the  leopard  (3s) 
and  the  helm  ( Is  Pd).  This  series  was  unsuccessful  and  was  superseded  later  the  same  year  by 
a  heavier  coinage.  Understandably  the  leopard  series  is  extremely  rare. 

The  new  coin  was  called  the  noble  (6s  8d)  or  third  of  a  pound,  a  term  used  in  money  of 
account.  The  obverse  showed  the  king  standing  in  a  ship  and  is  said  to  be  an  allusion  to  the 
naval  victory  over  the  French  at  Sluys  in  1340. 

The  first  nobles  are  scarce  and  today  are  in  the  price  range  £3.000-£5,000.  Two  years 
later  they  were  reduced  in  weight,  from  138  to  128  grains,  and  in  this  form  they  are  worth  up 
to  £1,400  in  very  fine  condition.  Half  nobles  of  this  issue  are  extremely  rare,  but  quarter 
nobles  are  in  the  £200-£500  bracket.  A  third  series,  in  which  the  noble  was  further  reduced  to 
120  grains,  appeared  in  1351  and  is  known  as  the  pre-Treaty  series  from  the  fact  that  France 
was  included  in  the  king's  titles.  From  1361,  following  the  Treaty  of  Bretigny,  France  was 
dropped  from  the  titles  but  Aquitaine  was  added,  and  this  gives  rise  to  the  post-Treaty  series. 
Pre  Treaty  nobles  are  worth  £300-£500  in  fine  condition,  £600-£900  in  very  fine  condition. 
The  pre-Treaty  coins  incorporated  an  initial  letter  L  (London)  or  E  (Edward)  and  subtle 
variations  in  the  inscriptions,  all  of  w'hich  were  deliberately  changed  at  annual  intervals.  Thus 
it  is  possible  to  date  these  coins  very  accurately,  even  though  dates  did  not  appear  on  them. 

The  Hundred  Years  War,  followed  by  the  Wars  of  the  Roses,  played  havoc  with  the  gold 
coinage  and  by  the  time  Edward  IV  had  seized  the  throne  in  1461  the  ‘heavy'  noble  had  been 
reduced  to  a  mere  108  grains.  Paradoxically,  the  Might'  coinage  of  1464  which  succeeded  it 
had  a  new  coin,  the  ryal,  weighing  120  grains.  It  continued  the  aggressive  portrait  of  the  king 
standing  fully  armed,  sword  drawn,  in  the  middle  of  a  ship,  symbolic  of  the  assault  on  France 
by  earlier  kings.  In  Edward’s  case  it  symbolised  his  invasion  of  England  from  the  Netherlands 
when  he  regained  his  throne  in  1471.  His  power  base  lay  in  the  Low  Countries  and  it  is  sig¬ 
nificant  that  a  high  proportion  of  the  ryals  bearings  his  name  were  struck  in  Flanders  for  over 
a  century  after  his  death.

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THE  RARITY  OF  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY  COINS

Having  completed  the  Bombay  ‘European  style’  copper  issues  we  now  move  onto 
die  copper  coins  of  Madras  where  we  have  not  only  the  European  and  Native  styles  bUi 
sometimes  a  mixture  of  the  two.  All  of  the  better  known  issues  will  be  dealt  with  in  this 
part  but  some  of  the  Native  issues,  of  which  there  is  only  a  little  information  at  present, 
will  be  left  until  a  later  date. 

MADRAS  I  Copper  Coinages 

1.  Dljdus  and  l  Dudus  1691-1806 

These  locally  made  coins,  although  being  issues  over  a  period  of  more  than  a 
century,  are  not  at  all  easy  to  find  and  whilst  the  Dudus  are  not  as  rare  as  the  Pice  and 
\  Pice  of  Bombay  issued  over  a  similar  period,  and  dealt  with  in  the  previous  part  of 
this  survey,  the  b  Dudus  are  quite  as  rare.

There  was  a  weight  reduction  in  1755  but  the  size  of  the  Dudu  remained  very  much 
the  same  with  the  J  Dudu  being  reduced  to  the  smaller  size. 

As  with  some  of  the  other  locally  made  coins  it  has  been  necessary  to  enlist  the  aid 
of  some  fellow  collectors  to  provide  the  maximum  number  of  examples  on  which  to 
base  this  analysis  and  I  am  very  grateful  for  their  continuing  help.  The  first  column 
shows  the  number  of  each  coin  found  offered  for  sale  over  the  past  twenty  years  in 
dealers  lists  and  catalogues,  the  second  column  the  numbers  known  in  private  collec¬ 
tions,  the  third  column  the  quantities  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  last  column  the

Some  of  these  coins  appear  in  both  the  ‘survey’  and  ‘collectors’  columns  and,  where 
this  is  known,  allowance  has  been  made.  Many  more  dates  than  those  listed  above  have 
been  recorded,  mostly  by  Atkins:  1671,  1700,  1720,  1721,  1723,  1725,  1728,  1731,  1745, 
1750,  1752,  1753,  1765,  1787,  1788,  1789,  1790,  1798  and  1806.  These  dates  were  not 
verified  by  Major  Pridmore  nor  have  I  been  able  to  trace  any  of  them  although  this  does 
not  mean  that  they  do  not  exist,  as  indeed  may  other  dates  not  yet  recorded.  Dudus 
dated  1777,  1780  and  1796  whilst  not  confirmed  by  Pridmore  have  turned  up  subse¬ 
quent  to  the  publication  of  his  work.  That  other  dates  will  be  verified  in  time  seems 
certain  although  all  of  these  would  be  extremely  rare.  A  Dudu  dated  1763  or  1765  also 
exists  as  one  in  my  collection  must  be  one  or  the  other.  Although  the  last  numeral 
cannot  be  clearly  ascertained  1765  seems  the  more  likely  as  this  date  has  been  recorded 
previously. 

Being  poorly  struck  coins  the  dates  are  often  incomplete.  If  the  first,  or  even  the 
first  two,  numerals  are  off  the  flan  it  hardly  matters  but  the  last  numeral  being  only  half 
on  the  flan  can  cause  some  frustration.  A  good  illustration  of  this  is  the  confusion 
between  Dudus  dated  1750,  and  1756.  The  1756  is  one  of  the  easiest  to  find  but  one 
dated  1750,  if  it  exists,  would  be  extremely  rare.  Two  Dudus  in  my  collection  could 
easily  be  read  as  1750  with  only  half  of  the  last  numeral  being  on  the  flan.  Fortunately, 
in  this  instance,  the  weight  difference  helps  to  identify  them  as  1756  (issues  before  1755 
weighing  approximately  8.3  grms.  and  1755  and  later  weighing  6.3  grms.).  These 
examples  help  to  show  how  easily  dates  have  been  misread  in  the  past  and  great  caution 
should  be  taken  before  professing  a  ‘new’  date.
